Problem: A Carriage Jam message appears. 

Action: Open the access door. Remove the tape from inside. Turn the power 
off, and then wait one minute. Turn the power on again. 




Problem: The Check Print Cartridge message appears after you insert print 
cartridges or the print cartridge alignment fails. 

Action: Remove print cartridges. Make sure you remove all tape from copper 

contacts. Re-insert the cartridges, and then close the access door. 
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Problem: (Windows only) You did not see the screen telling you when to 
connect the USB cable. 

Action: Remove, and then re-insert the HP All-in-One Windows CD. Refer to 
Step 15. 



Problem: (Windows only) The Microsoft Add Hardware screen appears. 

Action: Click Cancel. Unplug the USB cable, and then insert the 
HP All-in-One Windows CD. Refer to Steps 1 5 and 1 6.
